Now they are anxious to increase the quantity of vegetables grown and thereby to 
improve the quality of the diet in Finland. | 

This organization would like the 4-H Clubs to provide hand cultivators for 
the 4<H Clubs of Finland, The tools would be used cooperatively so that the 
agricultural area will be able to move ahead faster. According to Mr. Weis, the 


cost bs shipping will be handled py the Government of Finland.

Leadership Training 


153 schools were held at which 1,489 counties were represented 


by a total of 4,394 adult leaders and 7,152 junior leaders, 
1,249 extension agents also attended, 


Leader training funds provided by the sponsor were used at 
these schools to employ qualified instructors, provide litera- 
ture and equipment, and for expenses of leaders. 


Some of the nost satisfactory features of these training 
meetings according to State leaders were the intensive train- 
ing of local 4-H leaders in recreational techniques, the 
opportunity to give leaders and agents a broader vision of 
the importance of reercation in local programs, and the 

means to secure qualified instructors in subjects for which 
local assistance was not available. ,

The 1948 objectives were tentative. A new set was developed 
by the Committee for 1949, It is our recommendation that 
they be reviewed as we accumlate experience in the program. 


Cometition . 


There was some concern on the part of some leaders when the 
program started about competition. After a year of study 
and experience with the program, we hope this has been over- 
come, However, to present the program in its true light, 
the following statement was approved for circular letters 
transmitting the 1949 regulations. 


The dovelopment of a sound program of rural recreation and 
arts is a cooperative endeavor. To succeed, participants 
must be willing: to share ideas with others and to assist 4-H 
members, rural families and community groups. in developing 
their talents and skills. It is: in this same spirit of coop- 
eration that the donor offers assistance in the form of leader 
training funds, funds for procuring recreation equipment, 
helpful printed materials and similar recognitions. The 
program is not designed to emphasize competition, but rather, 
to identify recreation arid rural arts as an important phase 
of 4-H work, and to foster its development. In so doing, it 
emphasizes the importance of a well-rounded program planned 
on a year-round basis, It will also serve as an excellent 
means of analyzing the scope, variety and quality of recrea- 
tion and rural arts being conducted among 4-H Clubs.

Records and Reports 


Apparently 4-H recreation leaders are poor record keepers and 
reporters. The 1948 records did not bring out recreational 
achievements, They were general 4-H achievement reports. 
This made it difficult to find stories. The committee feels 
that help is needed in story writing for the 4-H member, An 
outline on the "recreation story" may be. helpful. 


Literature Helps 


The experience in the distribution and comments on "Pun at 
the Meeting Place" prompts the Committee to recommend that a 
second publication be made available on a similar basis. 
Wisconsin's bulletin on equipment, games, and puzzles has 
been suggested. The distribution of bulletins by and for 
extension people is an excellent way of sharing ideas among 
State workers, However, there are problems of selection, 
information on availability, policies on printing and dis- 
tribution within the cg eae concerned that need be 
considered, 


Arts and Crefts 


The Committee invites suggestions for this phase of the pro- 
gran. For example: to encourage color photography (or 

black and white), have a 35 MM projector set up at the exhibit 
booth. Accept 3 to 5 best slides as an entry, THe slides 
(labeled with the member's name-and club) could be viewed by 


_ the visitors under the supervision of the exhibit attendant.

on a State level, 


A training planned to reach the 4-H leader and advisor as 
well as the 4-H members themselves. 


A real effort should be put forth in developing a balanced 
program in the leisure arts, We find a tendency for some 
groups to concentrate on just one activity such as baseball 
or square dancing. Opportunities should be provided some 
place along the line for participation in the whole field 
of leisure arts. 


Some eveluation guides to better know when we arrive. The 
Ohio "Recreationelly Speaking" check sheets and "What Yield 
Per Meeting" are a step in that direction, They need some 
refinement and other new ones need. be compiled,
